Zambesi Valley. This is the region 
that was known to the ancients as the 
empire of Monomotaps, but of the his- 
tory of its people or the kings who 
ruled over them, nothing is now known 
ve by tradition transmitted through 
Arab sources. 

First among Europeans to visit the 
Upper Zambesi was Livingstone, who 
entered the great valley about 1852. 
He discovered the falls, when, several 
years later he deccended the Zambesi 
to the river's month, In 1859, acecom- 
panied by the explorer Kirk, he as- 
cended the river as far as the falls, 
traced its main tribntary. the Shire 
River, and discovered Lake Nyasen. 
Since that time, although the entrance 
to the Zambesi is open to all nations, 
only a few travelers have ascended as 
far as the falls, which rank among the 
grandest natural «pectacles in the 
world. 

The cataract is bonnded on three 
sides by rocky ridges from 300 to 400 
feet high, which, like many of the 
islands in the stream are dotted with 
vegetation.

I try to tell them about the difference 
in countries and the distance between 
them. They look at me in astonish- 
meut and ay, God is 80 good to send 
us a teacher,” I «hall be glad when I 
can speak to them about our dear Sa- 
vior and his love to us and them.

More siguiflcaat than these facts, even, 
is the report of the medical officer of the 
town regarding the twenty-eight persons 
who made up the staff of the hospital. 
„Ok these twenty-eight, twenty-two were 
protected,” Doctor Priestly says in bis 
report, including eight whom I revac- 
cinated, while the remaiai six bad 
only been vaccinated in childhood, and $0

My »eventh letter directed to the 
Christian recorder, as you will «ee, pre- 
nented a sketch of the Gambia river, 
its genial climate and the mighty pos- 
Abilities for our church there. I have 
snce arrived here at Sierra Leone, 
met and presided over the annual con- 
ference, ordained elders and deacons 
in part, made the appointments for an- 
other year and finished np gloriously. 
Our «easion was all that heart could 
desire; we have an increase of work, 
bus no increase of the ministry, ex- 
copt the accession of Rev. A. L. Ridgel 
to the conference. 

I was met with great joy and de- 
monstration by all persons, ministers, 
members, strangers and the public 
generally, The conference met just 
priorito my arrival and Elder Frederick 
a grand man, had conducted affairs 
saperbly. Rev. Mathew Newland had 
a narrow eseape en route to conference, 
The boat turned over ont at en and he 
lost everything but his life, and bare- 
ly ved that. The conference reports, 
npon the whole, were very good, The 
A. M. E. Church ie growing in popn- 
larity and if we had « little money to 
«pend upon church buildings in Af- 
rien, our connection would grow be- 
yond all conception. What a field 
Africa is, if we had the liberality to 
plant church centers in it, for that 
is all we would have to do, they would 
enlarge and improve it themselves, 
everything that is necessary in Africa | 
is a nest egg, once start a center of | 
worship and they will ue ver tet it go 
down, provided their pastors know | 
how to garner pennies, The wisdom 
that distinguishes Elder Frederick «0 
bighly, is the fact that he knows how 
to take care of the pennies. The peo- 
ple of Freetown were fearfully fright- 
ened for fear I would change Elder 
Frederick, every man, woman and 
child is glned to him. Elder Ridgel 
was appointed to the Bishop Payne 
Chapel in Freetown, a church just 
transferred to me for the A. 
M. E. connection. His intelligent yet 
pathetic style of preaching has capt- 
ared the people. Mrs. Ridgel singn- 
lar to ay, has grown better if not well 
as soon as she reached the African 
coast. She is walking around, spirited 
and lively, cheerful and pl to 
overflowing. She expects to open 
school in the church and do all in her 
power to asxist in the good work. 

This is the dry seasan in Africa and 
I expected to find it as hot as an oven, | 
but to my surprise it is not as warm by | 
any means as when I visited here last, | 
scarcely perspired in preaching 8 

lengthy ordination sermon and or- 

daining the elders. I never felt more 


pleasant in my life than 1 
do here now, 80 far as the 
weather is concerned, cool breezes 


meet you everywhere, nor does any 
heavy, hot fogs oppress you. True, the 
ground eme dry and somewhat dusty 
at times, yet fruits and garden vegets- 
bles are abundant. The sun has dried 
np most of the malarial pools, ponds 
and lagoons and everybody is healthy 
and vigorous. I Seldom we my um- 
brella, nor do Vreeland and Ridge). 
Any one coming to Africa I wonld ad- 
vise to start about the first of January 
or February to meet the pleasant days 
and nights. I have no fear of Africa 
now, unless I contract a cold. They 
ay that heavy colds sometimes breed 
fever. - 
Elder Vreeland is delighted with 
Africa and will declare himself « citi- 
zen as soon as he reaches Liberia, 
where he will likely be the only pre- 
siding elder, as Ihave left Elder Ridgel 
in Sierra Leone conference. Neither 
'of them have any thought of ever re- 
turning to the United States. I find 
Elder Yreeland a much better scholar 
than I had given him credit for, and a 
powerful preacher. i 

I had quite a lengthy talk with Dr. 
Blyden, now minister to England from 
Liberia. He is here at present and 
has been somewhat poorly or indispos- 
ed, He says he is over worked and had 
to have some rest. I am glad to 
learn that the action of France in try- 
ing to claim all the Hinterlands in the 
rear of Liberia, and leave them on the 
const with a territory of forty to fifty 
miles interiorward from the sea, has 
been amicably settled, and the Libe- 
rian domain will extend two hundred 
and fifty miles, and, more, if wanted, 
with six hundred miles along the coast. 
This gives a respectable nation, to say 
the least, compared with national king- 
doms and republics in Europe. It will 
take a hundred or more years to bring 
this under the way of civil christen-

alarmed upon that point. As I find 
that education, positions of honor and 
big titles do not put sense in our 
heads, but in some instances 
makes us greater fools than we 
were before, yet when I 
at the African here, and see him man- 
aging enstom houses, postoffices, banks, 
Steamboat, stores of every deserip- 
tion, courthouses, jails, police, steam- 
ship pilots, engines, churches, schools, 
colleges, ote., I am reinspired with 
hope, even if we white men's scullions 
in the United States should never lend 
a helping hand. For any educated 
black man who will take his carcass 
and trot it around as a waiter in some 
white man's hotel, restaurant, whisky 
«aloon, barber shop. or any place, 
where his own race is denied accom» 
modation, and then wag his tongue or 


shove his pen to denounce Af- 
ries, is nothing but as white 
man's genllion, and whoever 


onpports bim, or endorses him, be he 
a lawyer, doctor, merchant, preacher, 
bishop, teacher, editor, legislator, con- 
greasman or farmer is also a race zcn1- 
lion. 

Elder Frederick is doing all he can to 
arrange for a new church. I am anx- 
ious for its success. I am positively 
afraid of this'chnreh. Whileþt is brick, 
it is old, careens over at least two feet 
out of balance, if not fonr feet. Still 
it is'crowded from top to bottom and 
all on the ontaide, auditorinm, gallaries 
and yard, all full. A church that 
could hold five thousand would not be 


too large. This will hold abont 
«ven hundred and fifty per- 
ons, but the way it leans 


over, it is liable to fall at any moment, 
and if it shonld, woe be to every man, 
woman and child, Our church really 
onght to help Elder Frederick build a 
new edifice, for should that building 
fall, we will all be responsible. More- 
over, one large, ble church in 
Freetown would give character to our 
connection as nothing else would. The 
only thing that enables the other de- 
nominatians to crow over us is the 
fect that our leading church is unsafe. 
Seores of people who wonld attend 
there at times are afraid of the build- 
ing. 

I have just found out why Buth- 
harst and the Gambia are o much 
cooler than Sierra Leone, Liberia, etc. 

When you leave there and go south- 
ward 150 miles, yon turn directly east- 
ward, This carries you behind the 
Sahara Desert, 80 that the hot winds 
from Sahara often comes right down 
the coast with all their heat and op- 
pressiveness. But Bathhurst is almost 
in the tract of the Northern Trade 
winds, which makes it correspond with 
Charleston, 8. C. The trees lose 
their foliage there in winter just about 
like in Charleston. Mr. Huntington 
says that Bishop Grant would not have 
the headache in twelve months there.

News has been received from the 
Congo annonncing the death by fever 
of Nathan Albert Sessions, the adopt- 
ed son of George W. and Alice Ses- 
sions, who last year started ont to 
found an independent, self- supporting 
mission in Africa. Nathan was the 
real leader of the party, which con- 
aisted of Mr. and Mrs. Sessions, Mary 
and Howard, their children, and Myr 
tle Irene Perry, « niece, For several 
years the missionary spirit had been 
growing in the little household, which 
was formerly at Correctionville, Ia., 
where the Sessions owned a comfort- 
able homestead. It was finally decid- 
ed to sell the place, and on Washing. 
ton's birthday, 1892, the family set 
their faces toward Africa, For many 
months no word came from them. 
The story of their consecration and 
the journey they had undertaken at 
that time awakened a widespread in- 
terest. and many letters have been re- 
ceived inquiring about their welfare. 
Today we are enabled through the 
courtesy of Bishor Taylor's mission 
to lay before our readers extracts from 
letters received from Bethel mission, 
the name of the station founded by 
the Sessions at Catella, Congo. 

Writing under date of — 
23, 1892, Yonng Nathan Webb states 
that the entire party was in good spir- 
its. With the exception of Howard, 
| who had a slight attack of fever, all 
| were then well, On May 30, 1892, 
after much difficulty, = logation was 
chosen and work begun on mission 
buildings, and these were fairly fin- 
ished by October 1. Gospel and farm 
work were also begun, and the outlook 
was promising.

In this paper I will consider that which 
will lead us onward to Easter Day's col- 
lection, not à cent of which is to be given 
to Domestio Missions because they aro 
living in the midday light of the Gospel. 
Bat every dollar and cent to be 
jy to the work of Foreign Mis- 
$ions —to peoples who are enveloped in 
heathen — and the regions of slav- 
ery, of polygamy, of cruelty and the 
shadow of death—to dark Africa, where 
men seem to be incarnate demons and 
where women are treated Mke brutos. 

To change these people into Chiist- 
ians, there is no force, but tue power of 
the Gospel. Therefore, the command of 
the Lord Jesus is, o ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” To the ſullest extent of our 
power, we ought to obey, and, inasmuch 
as it cost Him his beart's blood to bring 
and give it to the world, we canvot give 
too much to convey the glad tidings to 
the heathen nations of Africa—to 
the enjoyment of that light which bas 
made Europe what she is; America what. 
«hs "= Such we” were born—in 
which we live move and bave our being. 

My instruction to give the entire col- 
lection of Easter Day to the cause and 
work of missions among the beathen, is 
no vi lation of the disciplioary rule 
which can be seen on page $326, para- 
graph 4, of the Disciplioe of 1888 (L have 
not seen that of 1892.) It says: Of all 
the monies thus collected and reported, 
it shall be the privilege of the Confer- 
ence to appropriate sixty per cent. for 
the work within its bounds, The re- 
maining forty per cent. shall be trans- 
mitted at once to the treazury of the 
Parent body.”
